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DEATH OF THE VIGE PRESIDENT.

Hexry WiLson, Viece President of the
United States, died in Washington, suddenly,
this moroiong, about 7 o'clock, from soft -ning
of the braio, from which he has beco suffering
for sometime. He was born in Farmingtouo,
Now Hampshire, February 16, 1812, and was
consequently iu the 64-h year of his age. At
the age of tweuty-ooe he went to Natick, Masy,,
where he learned to make shoes. lo 1840 he
was eleoted to the Liegisluture of Massachusetts,
where he served four years, and subsequently
served four yeurs in the Suate Scuate, of which
he was Presideat for two sessions.  [n 1853 he
was elested 1o thie U. 3. Scuate, aod in 1859,
be was re-eleoted. Iu 1861 be raised 8 regi-
mect of Massachuse!ts voluutsers, of which he
became Colonel, avd served on Gen. MeClel-
{an’s staff for a short time, but his military
career was oota brilliast one. He was, duriog
the war, chairman of the Senate Comwiitze on
Military Affairs. In1856 he wuas challenged
by Mr. Brooks, of South Carolioa, for words
used io debate, but declioed the challenge, as
be was an aoti-duelist. Lo 1365 he was again
returned to the Senate for the term endiog io
1871, aod in 1872 was elected Viee President,
with Gen. Graat as Presideut. He was the
originator of the bill ©) abulish slavery ia the
District of Columbia,*anod was a decided op-
pooent of slavery, aod at the National Whig
Convention, in 1843, of which he wasa mem-
ber, anti-slavery resolutions being rejected he
withdrew, and wus aflterwards activein organiz-
iog the Free Soil Party. His published works
are the History of the Aoti-Slavery Measuares
of the 37th and 38th Congresses, (1864,) Mili-
tary Measures of the U. 3, Coogress, (1866,)
Testimonials of American Stitesmen aod Ju-
rists to the truths of Cbristianity, (1867,) and
a History of the Recoastruction Measures of
the 39th and 40th Coogresses, (1868.) He was
enguged on an elaborate work—the Rise and

all of the Slave Power in Amerioa, the first
volume of which was published 1 1872, the
sccond in 1873, and the third in 1874, His
health, for sometime pust, has been precarious,
and hisdeath, while sudden, was not ectirely
uoexpected. While oecupyiog a prominent
position in the Senate and the country, he was
oot a man of brilliaoey or great ability, and
acquired the di-tinction he had rather oo ac-
couot of his ultra political views, which lutely

had, however, become somowhat mo dified.
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The Cincinpati Gazetie's New Orleans spe-
cial says the monitor Caoonicus, vow lying off
that city, has received orders to prepare to sail
at 8 moment’s noticz, and has already laid in a
supply of stores, fuel and ammuoition.

Moujor McNally, commandiog the State troops,
who erossed into Mexican territory near Cuevos
in pursuit of thecatsle thieves, had been driven
back to the river, and Mujor Clendennin, of
the United States troops, has been sect to his
support. A large oumber of Mexican troops
are collectiog near Cnevos.

Hoo. Orris W. Ferry, U. 8. Sepator from
Conaecticut, died yesterday at his home in
Norwalk. Mr. Ferry entered the Senate in
1367, aod in 1873 was re-electzd. He had four
years of his second term yet to serve. His ill-
ness wae a softening of the spinal marrow.from
which be had been suffering for several years,
Mr. Ferry was ooe of the most prominent men
in the Seopate, and possessed great ivfluence
on account of his purity aod ability.
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A ncte to the Guzette from the physician of
M. F. Dishman, of Kiog George county, who
was ipjured by the railroad aceident in Georgia
last week, says be is safe, though he was se-
riously burt, baviog bad an artery cut about
bis wrist, and would have bled to death bad it
oot been for Dr. DeWit. He is baving the
kindest care at the Augusta Hotel, where he is
stoppiog, and will soon be out,

The filibuster steamer Uruguay, which was
seized at Kingston by order of the Governor of
Jamaica, stiil remains in that port, her com-
wander, Captain Sommers, refusing to comply
with the conditions offered for her release, viz.

General Imboden Attacked by
Gen. Johnston.,

COWHIDES, PISTOLS, ETC, ETC,

Riciivonp, Nov, 21.—About nine o’clock
last night a difficulty . growiog out ot the Sen-
atoriul contested-election case, ocourred ut the
Byrd-street depot between Gees. Bradley T,
Joboson and J. D. lauboder. Gen. Imboden
was seated oo a bagguge truck oo the platform,
waitiog for the arrival of the train, when Gen.
Johusoo came up, avd, aiter addressing some
words to him, strueck hiw with a cowhide,
whicl up t7 that womeot he bad had coneeuled
in his sleeve. Gen, Lwboden seized General
Johnsoo, and was defendiog himself, when a
policewan stepped iu apd separated thew.
Both gentlemen were put under arrest, and
were bailed, sod Geo, Lwboden weot oo bis
jouroey to St. Louis, where he will act asone

of the delegates trom Virgioia io the Pacific
Railroad Convention,

The immediat: cause of the assanlt is altri-
bu'ed to evideoee given by (Gen. Iwmbodeu io
the contested election ease hetween Johnson
aod Kotuht for seats in the Srate Scoate.

Mr. W. L. Royall, who aceowpupied his
partoer (Gen, Johpson) to the depot, makes
the followiog statement :

Lust (Friday) night at 12 o'clock, st the
close of Geo, mbodeu's deposition, he haviog
seorn that he wrote the first lettor sixned
“'Qid-Fashioned Mao,"" 1 asked him this gues-
tion : e, lwbodeo, you have spoken of an
article publishedi v the Richmond W hig over
the signatare Ao Oid-Fashioned Man,” which
you say was written by yourselt,  Did (here
ot appear iu all the morcing papers of the city
in a very few days thereafrer a commuoication,
signed **Bradley T. Johoson,” beginuviog thus:
“The seorrilons, false, and defamatory eard
published in yesterday's Whig, aver the signa-
ture ‘Ao Old Fashinn Man,” requires notice at
wy hands, becuuse L aw the nowince of the
Conservative parry, and because it 1s my duty
to see that wy friends are justiicd in the sup-

(xen. Imboden responded : “*Such an article
did appear, as I have stated io my exawioation
10 chief, to which I replied in a subsequent No,
of the Whig, as I have also stated; which re-
ply of mice, with the subsequent articles writ-
teo by Mr. Wise under the same sigoature,
furnished full proof of every allegation made
against Gen. Johason io wy first letter, except
one, and coovieted him of denying as uotrue a
statement of facts he knew to be true. The
exception I refer to was io reference to the
Chesapeaka and Ohin Canal imputation, io re-
gard to which Gen, Johuoson suid, in substance,
that the subject bad been investigated by a
committee of the Liogislature, from whose so-

About 3 50 o’clock [ found Geveral Johnson
walking up and dowo Main street io froot of
his office. I asked him what he was doiog
there. He said he was waitiog and looking for
Imboden. All the evening we sough laboden,
burt io vain.

Geoeral Johnson agreed that I should get
him a cowhide, which I did, and it was re-
solved that he should walk up 10 lmbodeo and
strike bim with it. I iequired around every-
where for Imboden, and learned that he was
going to leave the ciry by the 9 20 Fredericks-
burg traio.  About 9 o'clock we went down to
the train, and as we walked down the platform
we passed Imboden sitting off 10 one side oo a
bageage-track. 1 thivk Mr. Fraoklio Stearns
was sitting by him.

Johoson passed him without seeiog him,
when I vudiged Geveral Johnsnn and poioted
Imboden out.  Juhosoo imwediately turoed,
walked up to him, and said :

General Imboden, 1've been looking for you
all dsy, at the same time drawing the cowbhide
from his cout sleeve, strikivg him five or six
blows with it in rapid sdecession across the face
aod head.

Imboden sprang up and seized Johoson by
the coat about the veck and cowmenced press-
ing him back towards the cars, Johnsoo ap-
pearing th make no particuisr resistance to that
effort of [mboden, but secwioe to devote his
whole at!votioo ty gettiog his pistol from bis
pocket. Tu ap incuuceivably short time he had
it out 2od at Imboden’s stowach. 1 thought
Imboeden a dead man.

Io the very oick of time policeman Rowe
pushed his body io between the two and
pressed Tinboden away.

Johuson stoed with his pistol in his baod
and said, “Geoeral Imboden, I'll oot kill you
while io the hands of that policeman.”

Iwboden called out, **He is armed; take his
pistol away trom him.”’

Geueral Johusvn suid, “General Imboden,
I would have eowhided you this moroivg, but
L thought you had left town.”

There was then a huut for the cowhide, and
it fell into my possessioo.

G deral Juhuson gives the fullowing account
of the occurrence : ““Huvine seen in one of the
woraiog papers & report of Geoeral Imboden's
testimouy 1o relation to the letiers of the 'Old
Fushioped Man," I went down the street and
ioquired for him, aod was intormed by Msjor
Suiies that lwboden stated Fiiday pighe that
he was goiog off to Si. Louis that night, ana
therefore I supposed he had left tiwo. Be-
tween 2,30 aod 3 30 o’clock I was informed by
Mr. Roya!l that Lwboden had oot left town,
but had beco duriog the day 1o the office,
where they were takivg depositions.”’

immediately weot io search of him on the
treet, at the office where they were tikiog de-
posit oos, and at his owo office. He could oot
be found. T ascertained, upn inquiry, that
he was going to leave town t-vight (Saturday)
oo the northward bousd trair. I proceeded

to the depot io compaoy with Mr. Ruyall, and

like that,

Imboden said: **He's armed; take him
away," and Rowe insisted that I should put
wy pistol up. 1 shook my finger at [wbodeq
aud 8aid, ‘I would have cowhided you this
morniog, but I thought you had left town; but
I buve cuwhided you well uow."

Rowe iosisted thit [ shen'd ko to the Second
police stution, and Ilmboden insisted that Rowe
should release him in order thar he wight go
oo the train to some railroad eonvenilon, o
which he was a delegate. '

1 cathered up wy ecowhide apd re
good order; went up to the poliee ctition, as
directed; caprured Joha J, Crutehtield, the
Justice who ofhieintos at those beadquarters,
and was treated with (hat urbanity, promnt-
vess, and fairoess which disiinguishes the ju-
dicial career of that magistrate.’

Duriog the pendiog of the lut» election in
Richmood a series ot very strikiog letters,
with documentary evidence, appeared in the
Richwond Whig agaiost Gea. Johoson, sigued

EASTERN LUNATIC ASYLUM,

The veport of the Board of Directors of the
Ea:tero Lunatic Asylum, ar Williawsburg,
shows the vuwber of p.tients prescut at the
beginoing of the fiscal year to have beeo 204—
131 males und 163 females; the nuwber ad-
witted duriog the year 72—39 mauies and 33
fewles; the totsl number under treatment
during the year was 366—170 males and 196
fewalrs; of these were ischarged s recoverey
35—11 wales and 22 fewales; as improved, 8 —
4 wales and 4 lewales ; as statiopary, 1 fewule;
aud 19 died— 14 males and 5 frmules  There
&re rewaintng uoder treatwment 305—141 wales
and 164 temales. The average number present
was 302, Or the ipmates of the asyium 13
ouly pard in tull or iu part for their support.

MILITARY INSTITUTE.

The Board of Visirors of this iu=iitution, ut
Lexiogton, report that sll the buildings erected
by the State at a cost of $166,250, snd which,
with the exception of the superintendent’s
quarters, wereall destroyed, have beeo restored;
the lauded estate has been 1nereased fiarfold,
and greatly improved; a commodious hospiral
buildizg has been purehased: the barracks
have been supplied with gas and steam heatipg
fix'ures: a chewieal laboratory has been built
and lully <quipped; & philosophical apparatus
aud eogluceriog lostrumeyts and wodels hav:
beeo provided ; a minerzlogical laboratory and
cabivet have been establisied ; the library has
beeo built up, and now nuwbers as wany vol-
umes as were destroyed by Geoeral Huuoter;
the mess hall, with all the necessary appurten-
apces and appliances, is more complete than
belore the war; aod a eallery of valuable
paintings have beeo colleeted, all cootributing
to illustrate the charaeter and to perpctuate
the virtues so dear to every Virginiao,

UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA.

The report of the rector shows that there
were 373 stud-nts in atresdance on the sessinn
of 1874-5, against 353 oo that of 18734, with
a still brighter prospeer in the future,

The revenue for 1874-5 was ¥32,147.77, ex-
clusive of $4 631.50 frow the Miller fund, and
the dishnrsements $37.197.91,  Messares have
heen tuk-o to copsolidute the debt of the
Usiversity,  The sum of $25 000 is necessary
for repairs, and an appropriution is asked of
£53.000 a year for the library.

During the last wioter and spring quite a
pumber of cases of fever were developed io
certain localities at the Udniversity, The ear
nest attention of the facully and the executive
commirtee was directed to this sutject, and
energetic measures tiken, with marked suceess,
to remove the cunse, which appeared to be
drefective sewerage. The prompt arrest of the
disesos2 indicated that the causes had been
rightly devin+d, acd that the remedies applicd
wdl be permanently effective.

MOUNT VERNON.

Judge H. W. Thomas, presdent of the
Board of Visitors to Muunt Veroon, reports to
the Guvernor that the laws of the State, under
the admioistration of the ladics of the Associa-
tion, bave been scrupulously observed, and
that through the energy, zeal, and patristism
of the Association the howe and grave of
Washinegton will be preserved for all fature
time. The house, the buildings, the tomb, apd
the grecunds adjaceot have been restored, as
nearascircumstaoces will adwit, to the state they
were io wheo last cccupied by Washington,
and the residue of tue land has been highly
improved aod adorved. The eoterprise, in
the opinion of the Board, challenges the adm:-
ration aod approval of the whole country, and
should receive the cordial approbation and sup-
pert of Virgioia, '

Ia e)velusion the Board submit the follow-
ing order of the council, which meets their ap-
proval, and they recomwend such legislation as |
1s necessary to effect the objeot contemplated :

“Voted that Jufge Thomas, chairman of the
Board of Visitors, be requested to mnke an af-
fort in behalf of council to obtain the guardian-
skip of Genera! Washington's will, if it is to be
removed from its present custody.”
